T H E M O D E R N W I Z A R D ’S L A T E S T . 


Henry Ford seems to the superficial ob­ 
server to have lost interest in politics re­ 
cently. 
Perhaps a story in the New 'York 
Evening Post reveals the reason. 
The Post 
is an extremely 
conservative 
newspaper 
never given to printing sensational mattei. 
It gives this Ford story, which is written by 
Harold A. Littledale, the leading place on 
its front page and puts over it headlines of 
the size that the Post reserves for the an­ 
nouncement of the most important events. 
Mr. Littledale tells us: 
“ Henry Ford’s dream ‘to burn coal 
twice’ has come true. 
“By a new process he is going to 
burn it twice and get cheap gas, cheap 
gasoline, cheap fuel oil, cheap ferti­ 
lizer, and cheap coke. 
“The gas will be suitable for iluumi- 
xtation, the gasoline 
for automobiles, 
the fuel oil for engines, the fertilizer 
for farms, and the coke for furnaces. 
“ Where he is making 8,500 cars a 
day now he will be able to make 15,- 
000. 
Instead of an expensive coal he 
will be able to use a cheap coal. 
And 
the coke that will result from the first 
burning will be 
of such 
a character 
that he will be able to make his own 
steel. 
“Finally such a revolutionary thing 
is this new process that power plants 
all over the country must come to it, 
Ford enginers say, and as gasoline is 
derived from this method of distilla­ 
tion at a cost of only six cents a gallon 
an inexhaustible source of cheap gaso­ 
line will be established. 
“ More than a million 
dollars 
has 
been spent by Ford already in assisting 
experimental work. 
His money has 
been in it. His technical staff has been 
in it. 
And at last his dream to burn 
coal twice has become a reality. 
He 
is now spending $5,000,000 to estab­ 
lish 
the 
process in his River Rouge 
plant at Detroit." 
Mr. Littledale explains in detail the Ford 
method of burning coal twice, but the ex­ 
planation is too technical for the general 
reader to get much out of it. 
How Mr. 
Ford is going to do it is of less importance 
than the fact— if it is a fact— that he is 
going to do it and thus produce cheap gaso­ 
line, cheap gas, cheap fuel oil. cheap fer­ 
tilizer and cheap coke. 
The prospect thus 
ipened up seems so wonderful tha 
most 
readers will accept it with large and strong 
reservations even though it be vouched for 
by so respectable an authority as the New 
York evening Post; but if Mr. Ford has re­ 
ally learned how to do these things and is 
actually about to do them, everybody in the 
country will be interested. 
Possibly the politicians will be interested 
most of all. 
If Ford has worked this mir­ 
acle, the fact is another and powerful ar­ 
gument for keeping him out of politics, so 
ihat he can go on working miracles. 
But 
there is a possibility that many of his most 
ardent admirers won’t see it that way. 
It 
is at least possible that in devoting his time 
to the problem of learning how to burn coal 
twice, Henry has found a new and highly 
effective way of promoting his presidential 
boom. 
W hat chance would Mr. (’oolidge 
have in 1924 against the man who gave the

CLEANING UP MEXICO. 


Now that 
Mexico 
has 
a government 
which is recognized by the United States 
an incidental effect of the reestablishment 
of friendly governmental relations between 
the two countries is going to be the mak­ 
ing of Mexico unhealthy for thousands of 
criminals who have been refugeeing there 
from justice. 
A San Antonio story in the 
Boston Transcript says that already there 
is the greatest activity on the part of these 
gentry, many of whom are making desper­ 
ate efforts to disguise themselves, by grow­ 
ing beards or by changing the style of their 
hirsute adornment, 
while 
yet others are 
scurrying around trying to find a haven of 
safety somewhere else. 
Just how many runaway murderers, em­ 
bezzlers, bank looters and their kind have 
hurriedly changed their residence from the 
U. S. A. to Mexico in the years that coun­ 
try has been in upheaval 
nobody knows, 
but according to the Transcript story the 
number is not a small one by any means. 
These people have been a nuisance even in 
Mexico and have helped give that country 
its bad name, there being no question, it is 
stated, that they are responsible for much 
of the lawlessness which has been perpe­ 
trated there. 
No doubt President Obregon will be very 
much pleased to cooperate with Uncle Sam 
in whatever efforts 
the latter 
makes to 
sweep these fugitives into his net.

PRISONS AS SCHOOLS. 


From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
Chaplain Reed of the Ohio penitentiary 
has been 
conducting 
a 
correspondence 
school in that institution for the last 14 
months. 
The experiment has been so suc­ 
cessful that the general adoption of the 
plan seems 
likely. 
Many 
wardens and 
chaplains have already indorsed it. 
The 
governors of 45 states have approved it. A 
similar school has been established in the 
federal prison at Atlanta. 
The effort has 
the backing of a New York publisher who 
contributes $2,500 to every school fund. It 
is called the 
Intra-Wall 
Correspondence 
School. 
Of the 2,500 prisoners in the Ohio peni­ 
tentiary 1,600 are enrolled. The system of 
instruction is that used by recognized cor­ 
respondence schools. 
Of course, a special 
element must enter into prison education— 
the sympathetic understanding which can 
instill hope in hopelessness and fire with 
ambition men who in many instances have 
all but quit. 
The Ohio penitentiary chap­ 
lain 
seemingly 
possesses 
this 
genius. 
W hether the plan will work as well where 
this endowment is lacking may be a ques­ 
tion. 
In the Ohio prison a rivalry has develop­ 
ed, a morale has been created which would 
gratify the principal of any school, or any 
conscientious teacher. 
When a man in a 
cell can be heard boasting about getting 
“ 95 in arithmetic today” regeneration is at 
work. 
There is a future for students of 
such purpose and training. 
Business 
has 
subscribed to this plan. 
Large employers of labor in many sections 
of the country have agreed to give a job to 
every Intra-Wall 
school 
man 
properly 
vouched for. The liberated prisoner, there­ 
fore, steps into 
real 
liberty, 
into a reai 
chance to make good. 
The idea 
has 
been 
described as “the 
greatest step forward in prison work in 
years.” The appraisal seems just. 
In any 
event the name of Chaplain Reed deserves 
a place on the roster, along with the names 
of Tynan, Osborne and others who have 
helped to debrutalize prisons.

posal of the government merchant 
fleet as a substitute for that contem­ 
plated in the 
Lasker-Farley 
plan 
which Attorney General 
Daugherty 
has held 
to be 
illegal. 
In a de­ 
cision submitted to President Cool- 
idge yesterday the attorney general 
held that the Lasker-Farley plan for 
transferring the fleet to corporations 
organized under state law's would be 
unlawful, under 
provisions 
of the 
shipping act limiting disposition of 
the fleet to cash or credit sales. The 
proposed transfer of title to ships in 
the corporation, the opinion held is 
authorized neither expressly nor by 
any implication to be drawn from 
provisions of the act. 
That the government would in a 
real and substantial sense part with 
title to its vessels “must be admit­ 
ted.” Mr. Daugherty said in consid­ 
ering the argument that the govern­ 
ment, as stockholder, would remain 
the real owner of the ships conveyed 
to 
the 
corporation. 
Corporations, 
he added, are legal entitles and the 
stockholders are without legal title 
to their property. Among other com 
plications in the proposed plan cited 
by the attorney general w'ere loss of 
direction of the fleet by responsible 
federal officials, loss of the govern­ 
ment’s immunity from suits, and the 
amenability of tho 
corporation 
to 
state laws, involving possible state 
taxation and regulation of govern 
ment property.

All Claim Victory 
TULSA, Ok., Sept. 21.—A decis­ 
ión yesterday by District Judge A. C 
Hunt in the protracted legal contro­ 
versy over police power in Tulsa 
County was acclaimed a victory by 
all parties. 
Three men convicted of floggings 
„ and held by the military’ as witness­ 
es under a stay of execution by Gov- 
enpr J. C. Walton, were left in the 
jurisdiction of Adjutant General B. 
H. Markham, but Judge Hunt in de­ 
livering his opinion declared that 
the right of habeas corpus has not 
been suspended in Oklahoma. 
The court dismissed a petition for 
writs of habeas corpus in behalf of 
Ben and Grover Sikes and Earl Sack 
each convicted and sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiary’ for partici 
pation in the whipping of a Wago­ 
ner County farmer, hut in so doing, 
held that the courts, retained full 
power, including the right to grant 
habeas corpus during the existence 
of statewide martial law. 
Ruling that the detention of the 
three principals by the military was 
neither ‘illegal nor unauthorized’ the 
Court also declared that “the right 
of habeas corpus cannot bo suspend­ 
ed/’ 
He added the opinion Gover­ 
nor W alton’s proclamation of mar­ 
tial law was not justified. 
Within a few hours of the decision

Governor Very Defiant 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla, Sept. 21 
—Legislators 
seeking the 
official 
head of Governor J. C. Walton 
marched on today in their plans for 
impeachment, while the executive 
gathered strength for a final drive 
on the Ku Klux Klan, which he 
blames for the storm that has brok­ 
en about him. 
“The invisible Empire shall not pass 
in this state, “was the defiance hurl- 
“ ed by the governor as 
he 
turned 
with his back to the wall. 
The lower house of Oklahoma leg­ 
islature will convene at noon Wed­ 
nesday to 
consider 
charges 
that 
Walton has set at naught constituti­ 
onal goverment and if the governor 
interferes with the meeting he “acts 
at his peril.” This was the pronoun­ 
cement of legislators who will seek 
the executive’s impeachment. 
Walton’s final attitude towards 
the house session was expected to 
be developed during the day. Since 
voicing liis threats some of the gov­ 
ernor’s legal advisers 
have 
urged 
him to permit the session as they 
f declared it would bo illegal and w ith 
out effect. 
Admitting the fight was weighing 
heavily upon him, the governor sent 
an appeal for funds, asking those 
“who believe in 
a 
representative 
form of goverment” to send contri- 
btions to Mrs. Aldrich Blake, Okla­ 
homa City, wife of the executive 
counsellor. 
Blake now is absent 
from the state on a mission for the 
governor. 
But Governor Walton was defiant.
